TO-MEET IN GENOA 


International Federation Aims 
to Pat Pressure on 
Conference. . 


Organized labor in Europe is deter-| 
mined to try to play en important, if’ 
unofficial, role‘ at the Genoa conference 
acheduled te begin April 10.

The reasonable answer is that Europe 
will do nothing of the kind, any more 
than England's foreign customers cut 
down their imports from.England per- 
manently after 1815. The longer result 
on that occasion was precisely opposite; 
England was then at the beginning of 
her ‘career as the greatest exporting na- 
tion.’ But with her immense increase in 


’| wealth and her drafts on other countries 


for interest and dividends on English, 
capital loaned or invested in such goun- 
tries, England became also the greatest 
of all importers of .merchandise. Her 
importations were naturally other goods 
thah those.which she exported, and in 
the long run that is what is indicated for 
the United States. 

No doubt this sequel cannot’ follow pre- 
cisely the lines which it did in England 
of the nineteenth century; because Eng- 
land at that juncture could produce 
neither her own food nor her own raw 
materials, whereas the United States to- 
day does both. But the England of 1820 
was equally unable_to understand how 
the international trade relationships of 
that day Were destined to readjust them- 
selves—not less so when London then 
seemed to be confronted with an all but 


‘insolvent Continental Europe and United 


States. Economic forces have a way of 
working out problems of that kind in a 
new era, often on lines which human 
foresight would never have discovered, 
but. which every one.recognizes later on 
as the logic of the situation. 








STRANGE INDIFFERENCE. 


A newspaper staff correspondent re- 
cently. spent three days in Chicago. His 
errand. was to sound out public opinion. 
He talked with ‘bankers, merchants, 
manufacturers, stockmen,, railroad offi- 
cials. and the various man of the street. 
Not one of them, he reported, had a 
word to) say about the Washington 
treaties or displayed the slightest inter- 
est in them. They would liven up at 
the mention of the price of wheat or of 
steel or of hogs, but seemed absolutely 
indifferent. to the Four-Power Treaty, 
the agreement for naval limitation, and 
other results of. the ‘Washington Ccon- 
ference,. Other observers in other parts 
of the West have remarked on the same 
lack of concern .over the fate of the 
treaties. . This has been a cause of sur- 
prise and. also of regret and even of 
alarm at Washington. The Administra- 
tion counted upon enthusiastic popular 
support of the work of the Washington 
conference, but has icone it’ disappoint- 
ingly alisent. 

On the other hand, it is at least re- 
assuring to know that the violent attacks 
upon the treaties have failed to get an 
echo in public sentiment. A few news- 
papers have raged and sundry heatheh 
hyphenates have imagined vain things, 
but the mass of the people have not at 
all been stirred.

REAL. BONUSES. 

What the Federal Government. is at-. 
tempting todo for the rehabilitation of’ 
veterans: of the. great: war is told in 
part in the article in’ today’s issue en- 
titled: ““'The New War Cripples’ School.” 
THe Times has opposed proposals with 
which the word “bonus”, has ‘been 
wrongfully associated, but it gives hearty 
ahd unqualified support to any measure 
that® guarantees a real bonus to the vet- 
erans who-need it. One such is the ap- 
propriation of a million dollars by the 
Legislature of New ‘York for disabled 
veterans of this State out of work. 

There ate differing views as to the 
wisdom of making’ provision for the 
crippled soldiers in separate institutions. 
Theoretically, these young men should 
not be segregated simply, because of their 
war experience. Practically, however, 
appears that though the provision made 
for those assigned to academic training 
in colleges has been satisfactory—with- 
out malingering on one side or fraud on 
the other—the experience with the voca- 
tional schools and the. placement: train- 
ing for the teaching of trades'in shops, 
plants, factories, mills, stores and other 
privately owned concerns has been such 
as to.give us cause, in many cases, for 
shame and national humiliation. , The 
number of men taken care of in “mush- 
room ” vocational schools and by careless 
empleyers, it is stated, was “vastly 
“ greater than the number taken: care of 
“by the better type .of schools and 
“ firms.” 

The camp school at Chillicothe -is an 
effort, too hastily begun, to keép our too 
long unredeemed pledges, and to give the 
needed training under such combined 
technical guidance and medical and phy- 
sical attention as to make certain: that 
all is to be done that can be done. Every 
year of delay on our part only aggra- 
vates the industrial and moral harm that 
results from not bringing these men back 
into useful life again. 

As Colonel Forses has stated, this is an 

“experiment,” It is true that we ought 
not. to be simply “ experimenting ” three 
years after the war was ended. (France 
was conducting schools for crippled sol- 
diers most successfully when we were 
entering the war,.in 1917.) It is not 
Colonel Forses’s fault that we are. still 
experimenting, but it will be the fault of 
the people as a whole, and particularly 
of Congress, if, instead of providing 
everything that is. now needed for the 
rehabilitation of the crippled, sick and-* 
unemployed veterans, they persist in an 
omnibus “ wage adjustment ”—futile for 
the individual but burdensome for the 
mass—that will be a real bonus to no one. 








MULTITUDINOUS POETS. 


Aristocracy has given way to demac- 
racy in poetry.. There seem ‘to be no 
sceptred sovereigns. Few singers stand 
out from the mass. There are hundreds, 
thousands, .of “pretty. fair” “ average 
producers. . The women are the more 
numerous. metimes it -seenis as if 
they made poetry just’ as the dames of’ 
earlier generations worked samplers or 
embroidered ; but the feet of the men are 
also multitudinous: The growth of 
leisure and wealth and “culture” may 
account for that. All-poetry magazines 
abound. From Milwaukee, fifty years 
ago the site ofa famous school of female 
poets, comes Te American Poetry Mag- 


- azine. “Milwaukee also has a Bureau of 


Criticism that specializes “in the con- 
structive criticism of verse.”

If, 
somehow, to oldsters the nets seem to 
bring up more seaweed than fish, and a 
baffling sense of inconclusiveness, “of 
“getting nowhere,” is disengaged from 
the whole collective effort, doubtless that 
is the fault of aged obtuseness to fresh 
impressions. If the reader is not always 
satisfied, he may find an, altruistic con- 
téntment in the thought that innumer- 
able makers are. making themselves 
happy: Does each “little group” read 
its own work only or do the groups 
patronize one another? 








SHAKESPEARE “ MADE FITT.” 


The dramas of SHAKESPEARE as “ re- 
form’d and made fitt” by. Restoration 
playwrights have for two centuries ‘and 
a half been the theme of tage and scorn 
and laughter. A year ago, Professor 
Ovett of Columbia, in his monumental 
study of “ Shakespeare from Betterton 
to-Irving,” presented the: case for: the 
adapters with quiet humor and detached 
intelligence. Now Mr. Montacue Sum- 
MERS has published in England a volume, 
“ Shakespeare Adaptations,” which takes 
up the cudgels of the adapters in the 
best manner of their former detractors. 

It must be admitted that there is rea- 
son for not shooting the..organist. Be- 
tween Elizabethan and Restoration tastes 
and preconceptions there was a gap far 
greater than that which exists today. 
Together with the morals of France, 
Restoration fashion had taken over the 
pictorial stage with its: weight of scenic 
mechanism ‘and also as much as it could 
apprehend of the clarity; order, and bal- 
ance of French dramatic technique.. That 
the Elizabethan drama should seem an 
unweeded garden was.inevitable. But 
the adapters were far from the opinion 
that only things rank and’ gross in na- 
ture ‘possessed: it, Their view was pre- 
cisely that which was later held by Vot- 
TARE, who “ discovered” SHAKESPEARE 
to his countrymen, but. only ‘as an .in- 
spired barbarian, a wide-dyéd child in 
art. Says”NahUmM Tate, whose “ fitt”

It dis- 
cards the Fool-—that amazingly sugges- 
tive but modernly inscrutable. product. of 
the Elizabethan genius for . grotesque 
humor blended with grotesque pathos. 
Even as played today, and it is some- 
times ably played in Germany, the Fool 
offends on-one side by what seems ir- 
relevant jocularity and on‘ the other by 
what is in fact.irrelevant sentimentalism. 
The remaining. characters TATE draws 
together and. reduces to . Restoration 
standards of taste with a sturdy sense 
of balance, a shrewd feeling for that 
softness in sentiment which-is the unfail- 
ing consort of corrupt morals, “It was 
very wasteful of SHAKESPEARE,” as a re- 
viewer in The London Times puts it, “to 
“leave Edgar lying about loose, when it 
“ was easy to make him Cordelia’s chosen 
“lover.” Like.the tired business man of

ZONES AND ARCHITECTURE. 


Laws often have indirect and unfore- 
seen effects. The legislators fix their 
minds upon certain results which they 
desire to attain, and do not perceive that 
in the process other consequences. will 
follow. No better example of this could 
be found than in the “ zoning” regula- 
tions of building in New York City. 
Their main and desirable aim was to 
prevent too great encroachments upon 
space and light and air; while an in- 
cidental purpose was to ease up the con- 
gestion of population. But apparently 
nobody was aware of the profound in- 
fluence on. city architecture which the 
new restrictions on buildings would have. 

The subject. is graphically and inter-

are being compelled to attack their novel 
problem. The mathematical effect of the 
zoning law is to give to high buildings | 
the lines and general structure of a 
pyramid, But these are modified, for 
both use and beauty, by the series’ of 
recesses and dormers and‘central towers, 
in: place of the former vertical: higher +/ 
stories, with which “New Yorkers aré 
rapidly becoming familiar.

ert has also labored loyally in the 
field of letters. A volume due to the 
collaboration of two competent 
workers demands. careful consider- 
ation. And I am glad to be able to 
begin this review by expressing my 
opinion that the editors have done 
what they set out to do probably as 
well as it could be done. Perhaps 
I had better explain exactly what it 
is that they have accomplished be- 
fore asking one or two questions 
which insisted on putting themselves 
as I. turned the pages of this volume. 
** Please read this first” is the head- 
ing the editors have given to their 
foreword. Then they explain that 
their book ‘is intended as a tool 
for students and studious readers of 
contemporary British literature,” 
and that its object is ‘“to suggest 
materials, outlines and methods of 
work which will enable students to 
form’ intelligent judgments of indi- 
vidual authors.” Under the name of 
each of the living British writers 
they provide (1) the essential facts 
of bis biography, (2) suggestions for 
reading, (3) a selected bibliography, 
and (4) references to critical studies 
in books and periodicals. To find 
fault with the list of authors whom 
the editors have selected as worthy 
of study would be a rash undertaking 
for one whose intimacy with the 
Grub Street directory is, not far 
greater than mine.

der why Austin Dobson was excluded 
while Thomas Hardy was included; 
they were both born in the same year 
— surely the influence of 
Dobson's ballad and rond is 
more immediately obvious than that 
of any of Hardy’s Wessex Tales. I 
note also that the Regius Professor 
of Greek at Oxford is entitled ‘* Sir” 
Gilbert Murray, although his friends 
are aware that he declined the 
knighthood proffered to him. 

These cavilings are trifles; and to 
make them is not to discredit the 
honest thoroughness with which the 
editors have done their work. It is 
not a trifle, however, that they have 
not done justice to Rudyard Kipling, 
the author who, has a wider fame 
and a solider popularity than any 
other living writer in our language. 
He stands in need of no defense; and 
all that I feel bound to point out 
is that the student who goes to this 
book for guidance would be sadly led 
astray. To me it is most amazing 
that any one who had read the 
poems’ Kipling published during the 
war, notably the superb and soaring 
tribute to France, and who had made 
the acquaintance of the marvelously 
vivid evocations of the past con- 
tained in ‘‘ Puck of Pook's Hill "’ 
and “ Rewards .and Fairies "—it is 
to me simply astounding that any 
competent critic could assert that 
** most of [Kipling’s] best work was 
gone by 1901” (page 94). To my 

ind the ‘‘ Suggestions for Read- 
ing ’’ are systematically disparaging 
to Kipling; they are quite unworthy 

* of the two editors. They abound in 
unfair insinuendoes—if I may use a 
most useful word, created I know 
not by whom. Consider, for exam- 
ple, the inequity of the final sugges- 
tion to students: ‘‘ Does Kipling’s 
work belong to the twentieth cen- 
tury or to the nineteenth? Why do 
you think so?”’ Surely that is a 
leading question, as we lawyers term 
it. I will go further and call it a 
misleading question. - And the best 
answer to it would be that Kipling 
properly belongs to the twenty-first 
century. 

Turning back to the preface ance 
more, I must call attention to a para- 
graph which seems to me what we 
lawyefs term “a plea of confession 
and avoidance.’ The editors declare 
their desire ‘to help students to be- 
come familiar with the chief current 
tendencies in the British half of Eng- 
lish literature at the present mo- 
ment: ‘ 





That there is a great stream of 
writers cannot be denied; that it 
is a stream of great writers can- 
not be declared, It is a great 
stream of small writers—writers of 
adequate, even brilliant,. technique, 
but for the most part without 
either the originality of view or 
the power of absorbing something 
of universal life unto the indi- 
vidual, out of which great men are 
made. Among the scores of strik- 
ing successes, it is hard to find a 
dozen, much less a score, of au- 
thors who have anything of per- 
manent value to contribute to lit- 
erature, and of these the greater 
part are not the best known 
(p. ix) 

That is admirably put, and it is 
absolutely true. So I am forced to 
ask why Professor Manly and Miss 
Rickert have chosen to turn aside 
from the consideration of the authors 
“ who have had something of perma- 
nent value to contribute to litera- 
tare’’ and why they have been 
willing to waste their valuable time 
in considering, and in aiding others 
to consider, a heterogeny of writers 
who can say what they have to say 
effectively, and perhaps even bril- 
liantly, but who have rarely any- 
thing in particular to say. 

We all read the literature of our 
own time and our own language; 
we read it—but why should we 
study it? Why should we study it 
when the authors of this guide to ite 
study are frank in admitting that on 
the whole it isn't really worth while? 
There is no more patent absurdity 
in our education today here in 
America than the devout attention 
we are paying to contemporary liter- 
ature. Our schools and our colleges 
and our universities have little 
enough time to acquaint students 


with the masterpieces ‘of literature, 


with the works of the great men of 
old. If teachers cannot provide stu- 
dents with a knowledge of the abid- 
ing traditions of literature, with an

son in 1892, three decades ago. And) 
after giving this advice Arnold gave!

Street had been old enough forty 
years ago to prepare a similar guide 
to the British writers of 1880 on the 
same scale and with the same liberal 
inclusiveness, their book would now 
be precious as a curiosity of litera- 
ture. The current flowed as full 
then as it does today, and there were 
as many fish in it—certainly more 
loridly salmon and probably as many 
illusive minnows. We should find in 
its pages, biographies, bibliographies

titled ‘‘ British Novelists, Limited.” 
We should be asked to compare th« 
merits of the ** Light of Asia” with 
those of the “ Epic of Hades."’ We 
should be advised to analyze the 
** Lucile" of Owen Meredith and 
‘* Baint Abe and His Seven Wives ” 
of Robert Buchanan. And for a 
proper appreciation of the forgotten 
works of these departed worthies we 
should require an annotation as elab- 
orate as that which does not pre- 
vent Pope's ‘‘ Dunciad ” from being 
unreadable—except by main strength. 

It cannot be said too often or too 
emphatically that what is contem- 
porary is four parts temporary, 
and that what is up-to-date is 
certain swiftly to be out-of-date. 
Then why study the ephemeral? 
Why waste our time in criticism of 
the minor men of today when the 
major men of yesterday and of the 
day before yesterday are awaiting 
valuation and revaluation. Let us 
read our contemporaries, of course, 
for they may have something to tel! 
us of our immediate affairs, Let u- 
relax our minds over them, while wc 
lie on the sofa at ease; but most of 
them are not matter for solid study. 
Until we can see them in the per- 
spective of time, we cannot measure 
their stature; we cannot estimate 
the difference between the foothills 
and the peaks; and only the peaks 
demand and reward the labor of sur- 
mounting them. 

Any lover of literature who has 
the good fortune to enjoy the confi- 
dence of the young must have had 
it called to his attention that not a 
little of what passes for culture has 
no roots. It is an orchid, brilliant, 
it may be, but scentless and stem- 
less. I recall one ardent aspirant 
who evidently deemed himself well 
read in the drama. I found that he 
was fairly familiar with the plays 
of Tagore and of Tchekof, of Mol- 
nar and of Maeterlinck, of Bene- 
verfite and of d’Annunzio, of Haupt- 
mann and of Strindberk. But he 
scarcely even knew the names of 
Augier, of Beaumarchais or of Mo- 
liére. He was equally ignorant of 
Sheridan and of Congreve, of Ben 
Jonson and of Beaumont and Fietch- 
er. I doubt if he had ever even 
heard of Lope de Vega or of Cal- 
deron; and I never dared plumb the 
depth of his ignorance of Aeschylus 
and of Sophocles. He simply did 
not suspect that the drama was an 
ancient and an honorable art, that its 
principles were permanent, and that 
its. present could not be understood 
without an understanding of its past. 

It has been a grief to me to have 
to take as a text for this sermon a 
volume fathered by a scholar for 
whom I have the high regard that 
I have for Professor Manly. In ex- 
ecution his book is far better than 
any other effort to deal in scholarly 
fashion with a subject whereon 
scholarship is sted. It is b 
Professor Manly is what he is and 
because his book is what it is that I 
felt it laid upon me as adutytostand 
up and be counted as a protester 
against its existence. I trust that 
in dealing with him as I have here 
had to deal, I have not been lacking 
in courtesy.

IGUEL DE UNAMUNO has 
been discovered by 
English readers. He has 
long been known, especially 
through his ‘‘ Vida de Don 
Quijote y Sancho.’"” He is a pro- 
fessor in the University of Sala- 
manca, and the dispute occasioned 
by the attempt to remove him 
from the chair of Greek because 
of a rather radical article written in 
a Valencia paper was the occasion 
of an intellectual upheaval in Spain 
some time ago. He was sentenced 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment, but 
he remained free, and still retained 
the chair. Unamuno is a Basque, 
and he represents the philosophical 
spirit of modern Spain, which sfill, 
curiously enough, ts essentially mys- 
tical. Readers who feel thaf they 
know Spain well because they have 
read the inimitable George 
heard the opera ‘‘Carmen,"’ and have 
seen Paviowa dance the cachuca, will 
be amazed to discover through the 
reading of ‘‘ Del Sentimiento Tragico 
de la Vida ’’ what the spirit of mod- 
ern Spain really is. Unamuno is rev- 
erent to the real presence in the 
Eucharist, but he believes that 
Luther B rerpsioy ae Christianity from 
poly and freed lay- 
men from monastic chains. He has 
a tremendous respect for the Coun- 
ter-Reformation and for Ignatius 
Loyola, because, for one reason, they 
kept Protestantism from becoming 
entirely unchristian and merely a 
kind of state philosophy. He thinke 
that the Reformation and the Re- 
naissance were detrimental to the 
progress of real spirituality. He is 
amused by the superficiality of Wil- 
liam James's pragmatism. He de- 
clares the first part of Spencer's 
‘* First Principles,"’ and especially 
the fifth chapter, entitled ‘‘ Recon- 
ciliation,” is a model at the same 
time of philosophical su 
and religious insincerity of the 
most refined British cant. The Un- 
knowable, if it is something more 
than the hitherto unknown, is but 
a purely negative concept, a con- 
cept of limitation, and upon this 
foundation no human feeling can 
be built up. The science of re- 
ligion, on the other hand, or re- 
ligion as an individual 
and social psychic phenomenon, 
irrespective of the transcendental 
objective validity of religious af- 
firmations, is a science which, in

The a agp 
will use these results effectively, he 
says, but he insinuates that it is 
not necessary for him, made for bet- 
ter things, to waste his time in 
studying the means of mere material 
progress. Some time ago, Carducci, 
whose famous ‘‘Hymn to Satan’ 
seems to have been forgotten, had 
the misfortune to say, ‘‘ Even Spain, 
which never attained the -hegemony 


bering that Spain reacted against the 
Renaissance in his country, would 
naturally belittle Spain. He asks 
Carducci and other men who are 
alien to the essential history of 
Spain whether they know that Cer- 
vantes was not an isolated blossom, 
without root or fertilized soil. ‘‘ Was 
there,’” he asks, “ nothing akin to 
cultural hegemony in the Counter- 
Reformation, which is usually 
set down as a revolt of Old World 
bigotry and ignorant autocracy 
against the vital liberalism of the 
new thought? The Renaissance 
would have destroyed religion by its 
paganism, as Protestantism would 
have destroyed religion by its sub- 
serviency to the State, if the Coun- 
ter-Reformation had not begun with 
the sack of Rome by the Spaniards— 
the providential chastisement of the 
city of the pagan Popes of thé pagan 
Renaissance.’’ Christianity would 
otherwise have dwindled into a small 
group; and if the Council of Trent, 
which was the result of a cultural 
hegemony, had not intervened, the 
unnatural union between Christianit; 
and paganism and between Protes- 
tant Christianity and State tyranny 
would have checked the progress of 
the world. All this was due to the 
obstinacy of the Spaniards.

The psychologist will find it inter- 
esting to trace the cause of the power 
of English writers on the mind of 
Unamuno.

Few things would 
seem to have fewer pragmatic con- 
sequences for us than substances, 
cut off as we are from every con- 
tact with them. Yet, in one case 
scholasticism has proved the im- 
portance of the substance-idea by 
treating it pragmatically. I refer 
to certain disputes about the mys- 
tery of the Eucharist. Substance 
here would appear to have momen- 
tous pragmatic value. Since the 
accidents of the wafer do not 
change in the Lord’s Supper, and 
yet it has become the very body of 
Christ, it must be that the change 
is in- the substance solely. The 
bread-substance substituted mirac- 
ulously without altering the imme- 
diate sensible properties. But 
though these do not alter, a tre- 
mendous difference hajs been made 
—no less a one than this; that we 
who take the sacrament now feed 
upon the very substance of Divin- 
ity.

Unamuno belongs, which regards 
the claims of science as unsciéntific.

and his deification of Don Quixote 
is the result of that mysticism which 
ls not only part of his tradition, but 
an essential part of his very being.

Hence the yellow coaches on Unter 
den Linden. Hence the strange 
Dickensian air of that great avenue. 
The German traveler, transformed 
into a modern Pickwick, runs, puf- 
fing, along theeline of coaches, 
seeking the one bound for Hamburg 
or Leipsicy Dresden or Magdeburg. 
He is Herr Pickwick, to be sure, a 
highly Teutonized reincarnation. 
The stage-coaches of Dickens's 

are motorized, and no Tony 
Weller sits, swathed to the chin in 
wraps, behind champing horses. But 
it is Dickens and Pickwick, never- 
theless, on Unter den Linden! 

No wonder the early birds of Ber- 
lin rub their eyes in amazement! 

As the Magdeburg coach pulls out, 
Herr Pickwick's fellow-travelers in- 
clude myself, for I, also, have been 
caught in Berlin by the railroad 
strike and have important business 
that must be attended to in Paris. 
Magdeburg, tucked away in the neart 
of North Central Germany, is a far 
cry from Paris, but ft is one lap 
on the way there, and that is some- 
thing, when a railroad strike is on! 
For days I had been listening to 
tales of trgins running to Hanover— 
of trains running to Cologne—of 
trains actually running all the way 
to Paris—but most of these reports 
had turned out to be empty rumors. 
In contradistinction to up-to-date 
methods of travel, which seemed to 
have failed utterly, reversion to the 
coaching era seemed to promise 
tangible results. 

A big placard in the window of 
an Unter den Linden travel agency, 
announcing the departure of a 
postal auto-for Magdeburg (with 
possible connection for Hanover), 
had caught my eye the day before. 
It had ali the air of one of those 
** ads ’’ which you see in copies of 
newspapers of many years ago—you 
know the kind: ‘* The Reliance 
‘Coach will leave next Wednesday, 
God .permitting, from the Star and 
Garten Inn, for Edinburgh and other 
Northern points.’’ But, despite its 
antique look, announcement on the 
placard sounded much more en- 
couraging than the vague statements 
i had been hearing from hotel and 
railway employes as to trains out 
of Bertin. So I stepped inside, and 

* booked ""—nothing but that good 


tches of woodland buried in snow, 
on the tree-lined high road leading 
from Berlin, via Potsdam, Magde- 
burg and points west, to—I fondly 
hoped—Paris. 

The feeling of having been set back 
a hundred years or so became con- 
stantly stronger—even the sight of 
the chauffeur at the wheel cduld not 
counteract it. What did most toward 
it was the behavior of the horses 
which we encountered along the high 
road. Our huge yellow autobus, 
brought to the .main road from far- 
away up-country postal routes, was 
something entirely newW to these an- 
imals. One might have thought that. 
having jogged through life ‘along 
roads in the vicinity of a metropolis 
like Berlin, much used by trucks and 
motor cars, might have inured the 
beasts to nearly anything; but it 
certainly had not .prepared them for 
a motorized version of Pickwickian 
travel. As our conveyance, honking 
menacingly, bore down on them, the 
horses of the rustics showed signs of. 
the liveliest disapproval and fright. 
So my most vivid memory of my ex- 
cursion back into the stage-coach 
era is that of a long. succession of 
terrified German nags backing away 
at sight of us, and threatening to 
throw their drivers and their wagons 
into the ditch at the side of the road, 
or over a fence or through the win- 
dow of a roadside inn or farmhouse. 

We rumbled through Potsdam, the 
city of Frederick the Great; past 
deserted palaces of Prussian kings 
and German emperors; past cnor- 
mous empty barracks, formerly filled 
with the flower of Germany's army, 
barracks in front of which an -occa- 
sional bored and lonely sentry now 
paces, the only reminder of the dead 
militarism of which Potsdam was the 
very soul. Potsdam, incidentally, 
fitted well into our stage-coach re- 
incarnation, for it .seems to have 
stepped unchanged out of the Pick- 
wick era. Many a building that I 
spied from our coach window, as we 
bumped along the banks of its tree- 
shaded canal, might easily, by dint 
of a little imagining, be transformed 
into a ‘‘ White Hart” or ‘* Blue 
Lion Inn "’ ready to provide us with 
the succulent chops and steaming 
hot toddy so dear to Mr. Pickwick 
and his companions when they made 
roadside stops on their jovial jour- 
neys. 

Beyond Potsdam the great North 
German plain stretched before us, 
flat and snow-clad, broken here and 
there by patches of wood and isolated 
farm buildings. We seemed to be 
miles and miles from railroads—also

warming drink—it was needed in that 
icy Winter air!—and slabs of ‘‘ but- 
terbrod " —- sometimes plain, some- 
times garnished with slices of sau- 
sage or ham—without which no real 
Teuton ventures upon a journey, a 
picnic, or even a theatre party. 
Remembering Mr. Pickwick’s ca- 
pacity for deriving amusement and 
instruction from the fellow-passen- 
gers encountered upon his immorta) 
stage-coach trips, I turned affably to 
a much-blundled-up Teutonic female 
in the next seat to me. We were at 
the time bowling through a particu- 
larly bleak, wintry and snow-covered 
northern landscape. 

“How far are you going?” | 
asked. 

“To China,” said she. 

** Good heavens, madam!” 1 ex- 
claimed, quite in the manner of Mr. 
Pickwick when startled. And I took 
a look at her sideways, to see wheth- 
er her eyes were perchance agieam 
with the wild light of lunacy. But 
they weren’t—and she smilingly ex- 
plained: 

** Two days ago I left my home in 
Silesia to rejoin my husband in 
China. In Berlin I was held up by 
the railroad strike—not a train coul 
I find to take me further on my 
way. My steamer sails next Friday 
from Rotterdam for Shanghai (it 
was then Tuesday, and we were 
many hundreds of miles from Rot- 
terdam and advancing some ten 
miles an hour). I finally found out 
about this autobus, and 4m hoping, 
if it gets me as far as Magdeburg 
tonight, to get another auto or a 
train from there to Hanaver, and 

ething else from Hanover to 
Cologne, and something else from 
Cologne to Rotterdam. If I don’t 
get there by Friday, I shall have to 
wait four, or perhaps six, weeks for 
another steamer—and all my trunks 
are on board the one leaving Rot- 
terdam Friday! Heavens, how slow 
this old wagon is!—and what under 
the sun are we stopping for now!” 

We were stopping because a horse, 
not “éxpecting to find a page out of 
Dickens come to life in the Prussia 
of A. D. 1922, had thrown himself 
in terror squarely across our path, 
almost pouring his driver and the 
two women with him out of their 
sleigh into the deep snow. It took 
the combined efforts of Tony Weller 
our chauffeur, I mean-—his as- 
sistant and the driver of the sleigh 
to make that horse listen to, reason 
and haul the sleigh over to one side. 
Meantime, the lady beside me fumed 
in Teutonic gutterals: 

“If only I were in R-r-r-ot- 
ter-r-rdam! ’’ . 

When the poor lady had covered 
some eight or ten more of the hun- 
dreds of miles lying between her and 
Holland, there was another delay. 
Our coach pulled up in front of the

The Black Eagie Inn! Didn't that 
fit pat into our Pickwickian diy, 
with its big _— stage-coach and 
general Dick i at e! ¥ 
lost no time in pope over to the 
Black Eagle and found it all that 
fancy had painted it—low, dingy 
ceilings; old columns and vaulting; 
brown wainscoting; tables hidden 
away in partitioned recesses, as in 
old Englishale houses: dark passages 
leading into mysterious inner re- 
gions; rickety stairways; a funny, 
shambling waiter, and a bill of fare 
on -which, I feel sure, scurcely. an 
item had changed for a century. 
About me sat rustics in m the 
surrounding countryside, prominent 
men of the town, travelers passing 
through—and, aloof at a table all by 
himself, readirig the newspapers 
and sipping a glass of wine, was a 
Prussian country nobleman—hard- 
some, stiff, cold, faultlessly dressed 
—a thoroughly’ disagreeable ther- 
oughbred. 

But all thought of him was taken 
away by the one last touch needed 
to perfect the Pickwickian illusion— 
the entry into the dining room of a 
red-faced country squire, 'n riding 
breeches and boots, riding crop in 
hand. He must have ridden miles, 
for his face was red with the cold. 
He knew everybody—slapped mine 
host on the back—called loudly for 
drink. Had he not spoken in Ger- 
man, I might have taken him for 
Squire Wardle himself! Even as it 
was, I half-expected him to exclaim 
suddenly : 

** Joe! Damn 
asleep again!"’ 

The Pickwickian atmosphere of 
the Black Eagle was rudely dispelled 
by the imperious honk of our post 
auto—our chauffeur was seeking to 
collect us again, preparatory to 
plunging further into the snowy 
wastes of West Prussia. So we all 
climbed back into the yellow car, 
and, between two rows of deeply in- 
terested Brandenburgers, male -and 
female, off we rumbled, through the 
narrow streets of the old town, out 
again into the open country, covered 
hereabout with even deeper snow 
than what we had encountered eff 
the first lap of our journey. 

Our good lunch at the Black Hagie 
predisposed us at first to a genial 
warmth of comradeship. One Herr 
Pickwick discoursed with another 
(whom he addressed as Herr Direk- 
tor), on strikes in gene and the

to which he applied several German 
adjectives of high explosive power, 
such as ‘‘ verflucht.’’ He also ad- 
vanced the opinion that the strikes 
were swinish. The Herr Direktor 
agreed. Our Russian traveler drank 
something out of a flask—vodka, was 
it?—and beamed at the rest of us. 
The lady bound for China, forgetting 
how far she was from Rotterdam and 
how near to Friday. described to 
me the glamourous life of Shanghai. 
And another Herr Pickwick, a 
typical German, with a round, bald, 
shining head, carefully put his hat 
in the rack, donned a black skull cap, 
and composed himself for quiet, 
post-prandiail meditation. _ The in- 
fluence of the Black Eagle’s food 
and drink and nice heated old rooms 
was strong upon us. We were posi- 
tively Pickwickian in our benign 
kindliness. 

But, after a while, the sun went 
down. Cold crept to the marrow of 
our bones. No matter how we sat, 
the jolting of the car made us un- 
comfortable. Pains developed in 
backs and joints. Conversation 
dropped dead on all sides. 

And, to make things worse, the 
car kept stopping. First, it was tire 
trouble. Then we got stuck for a 
while in-a snowbank. And, several 
times, there was mail to be hauled 
out from somewhere inside the 
vehicle and delivered at Post Offices 
which, but for us, would have been 
left letterless by the great atrike. 
We left a sack at Genthin, and one 
at Burg, and one at several other 
Places—to the outspoken disgust, 
each time, of the impatient lady on 
her way to China. 

At last somebody cried: ‘‘ There 
is Magdeburg!’’ Everybody came to 
life. We rumbled over a big iron 
bridge, across a broad stream—the 
Elbe—frozen from bank to bank, 
with scores of children skating and 
sliding on the ice, and went honking 
through narrow thoroughfares to the 
main Magdeburg Post Office—our 
destination. 

There we clustered around the pos- 
tal authorities who came out to re- 
ceive us, bombarding them with 
anxious questions. Alas! they had 
no good news for the impatient one. 

“The post auto will not go 
through to Hanover,’’ we were in- 
formed. ‘‘ There will be a train for 
Hanover at -half past 5 tomorrow 
morning! '’ 

Half past 5 in the deadly cold of a 
midwinter morning! One Herr 
Pickwick growled something under 
his breath. Another swore audibly. 
The Russian shrugged his shoulders. 
“ Nitchevo! Why worry?” Then 
we all scattered to look for hotels. 
The last remark I heard from any of 
my companions of the Pickwickian 
postroad adventure was this, uttered 
in disconsolate female accents: 

* If only I were in R-r-r-otter-r-r-

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Looking for Robinson Crusoe’s 
Original in Holland 


THE NARRATIVE OF THE 8L-HO, 
SJOUKE GABBES: An Episode 
from the Description of the Mighty.

E deadly parallel between 

plots stretches so far and su- 

perficlal examination always 

tends to show such an amount 

of plagiarism, conscious or 
unconscious, that direct assertions 
regarding the debt of one author to 
another must be treated with ex- 
treme care. It is the thesis of Lucius 
L. Hubbard that Daniel De Foe owed 
much to a Dutch author named 
Hendrik Smeeks in the compositio: 
of that classi Crusoe.’’ 
To further this claim, Mr. Hubbard 
has put in book form a translation 
of an episode from ** The Descrip- 
tion of the Mighty Kingdom of 
Krinke Kesmes,’’ an old Dutch 
book by Hendrik Smeeks, which was 
published in Amsterdam in 1708. 
The particular episode taken con- 
cerns a cabin boy named El-ho 
(Freeman) or Sjouke Gabbes who is 
left on the coast of the Southland 
and compelled to maintain himself 
there. Together with this transla- 
tion is printed parallel passages 
from ‘** Robinson Crusoe ’’ which 
exhibit a great similarity of method 
in the two castaways. Mr. Hub- 
bard has marshalled his facts in a 
judicious manner, and while defini- 
tive proof is not given that De Foe 
knew of the earlier book (the first 
edition of ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe "* ap- 
peared in 1719, eleven years after 
publication of the Dutch volume) 
enough material is presented to 
make the average reader decidedly 
suspicious. 

First of all, one wonders whether 
De Foe was a student of the Dutch 
language. We know that he was 
the son of a butcher and that he

was trained as an agent between 
manufacturers and retailers in the 
hosiery trade. He also was one of 
those London citizens who joined 
Monmouth before the battle of Sedg- 
moor, and after Sedgmoor he left 
England and became a trader in 
Spain and Portugal. It was years 
later, after a career of political 
pamphieteering, that De Foe settled 
down in Newington with his wife 
and children and wrote ‘*‘ The Life 
and Strange Surprising Adventures 
of Robinson Crusoe of York, Mar- 
iner, who lived Eight and Twenty 
Years all alone in an Uninhabited 
Island on the Coast of America, 
near the Mouth of the Great River 
of Oronooque; having been Cast on 
Shore by Shipwreck, wherein all the 
Men Perished put Himself. With an 
\ccount of How he was at last as 
Strangely Delivered by Pyrates. 
Written by Himseif.’’ Professor 
Henry Morley has declared in regard 
to this book that *‘ it was an imi- 
tation of those simple and graphic 
records of adventure by sea which, 
since the days of Elizabeth, had 
quickened the delight .of England. in 
her sailors.’"’ The suggestion for this 
novel has comnionly been accepted 
as Captain Woodes Rogers's account 
of his ‘‘ Cruising Voyage Round the 
World,”’ published in 1712, in which 
is told how, in 1708 he took from 
the island of Juan Fernandez a sea- 
man named Alexander Selkirk, who 
had been left there after a quarrel 
with his captain in 1704. So much 
for Robmson Crusoe’s genesis. 
The book which Mr. Hubbard puts 
forward as De Foe’s suggestion fur 
** Robinson Crusoe ” is the narrative 
of a Dutch cabin boy who, abandoned 
on Krinke Kesmes, an island in the 
South Sea, for many years main- 
tained his existence just as, eleven 
years later, Crusoe is reported to 
have done in the other hemisphere. 


larid in 1708. Hendrik Smeeks, the 
author, was a surgeon who lived at 
Zwolle in Overyssel and who died in 
1721. Little is known about his life, 
although it is to be presumed that he 
was at some time a sailor. There 
was no translation of Smeeks’s book 
during De Foe’s lifetime. 

Ot course, one thing is perfectty 
plain at the beginning of any such 
attempt to compare books and that is 


that two authors who select a similar 
subject are quite likely to work it 
out in the same way, with many 
minor points of resemblance, Espe- 
cially is this so in a theme that is 
so limited as the means by which a 
man prolongs his life on a desert 
island. Certain things to do would 
come immediately to any intelligent 
author. There is the question of 
safety and the building of a stock- 
ade. There is the question of food 
and how to get it and the question of 
fire. It is assuredly apparent that 
both Smeeks and De Foe would natu- 
rally think of the same things, for 
both of them were practical men. 
But while Mr. Hubbard implicitly 
admits this he thinks that the two 
narratives are too closely paralleled 
in many ways to make the similarity 
of the books a simple question of co- 
incidence. Mr. Hubbard declares: 

There will be a good many 
thoughts and phrases common to 
the two narratives that, A priori, 
need not imply imitation on ,De 
Foe's part. Their significance lies 
in the fact that they go to make 
up essential parts in two works 
that we are trying to compare by 
the test of originality. But these 
thoughts may inferentially become 
more important, if we find that 
other thoughts have unmistakably 
been taken by De Foe from the 
earlier author. The number of 
such appropriations may be found 
to be so great, that ‘‘ Robinson "’ 
will have to be regarded as an imi- 
tation, and the credit for originali- 
ty in the common motif that un- 
derties the two stories will rightly 
be accorded to Smeeks: 


These are large words, to say the 
least, and one is tempted to retort 
that no matter whether or not De Foe 
received the tiny seed of an idea from 
Smeeks or Rogers the splendid tree 
that resulted was wholly due to the 
art of De Foe and ‘‘ Robinson Cru- 
soe,’ long since established for all 
time as one of the chief delights of 
English fiction, can hardly be injured 
by any such surmises. As in the 


care whether or not De Foe used the 


bricks of other men to plant his foun- 
dation? It is the ‘* cloud-capped 
tower ’’ that delights the eyg. 

However, Mr. Hubbard’s attitude 
should be made a trifle more clear by 
one or two quotations. In parallel 
columns he has set down his transia- 
tion of the tale of the Dutch cabig 
boy and such selections from ** Rob- 
inson Crusoe ’’ as he thinks have 
been occasioned by the Dutch story. 
Of course, tel ping ‘* Robi 
Crusoe '’ and bringing all the simi- 
lar incidents ‘together gives a wrong 
impression of De Foe’s book. It must 
be remembered that De Foe wrote a 
good-sized novel, that there are hun- 
dreds of pages mn which no similarity 
with the Dutch tale is to be found, 
and that Smeeks’s episode is but a 
short story in size. 

A brief outline of the career of 
Sjouke Gabbes, the Dutch cabin boy, 
shows that after he had found him- 
self left on the island he passed sev- 
eral days in the forest, finding edible 
food in the abundant fruit. Event- 
ually he follows a stream until] it 
leads him to a basin where he 
catches fish and builds at the foot of 
a hill a temporary shelter of boughs. 
On a sand-dune, near which he no- 
tices footprints, he discovers a stake, 
and digging there finds that his ship- 
mates have left his sea-chest and a 
number of supplies. Later he begins 
a life of activity, building huts, a 
“fortress ’’ and two ‘ castles,’’ 
coating them with clay. He makes 
a@ ladder to go in and out of his 
fortress with and some crude earth- 
enware. He weaves baskets, tables 
and stools, shoots wild cattle, fishes 
and keeps a journal. A wreck is cast 
on shore and this provides him with 
further food and supplies and a 
companion in the shape of a dog. 
He is thrice visited by natives, on 
the last two occasions killing several 
of them. Eventually he is captured 
by natives, adopted by them and res- 
cued by the civilized inhabitants of 
Krinke Kesmes.

** Robinson Crusoe ’’ will observe 
that the Dutch boy passed through 
many adventures similar to those of 
the Bristol mariner. Both _ build 
fortresses to which they gain access 
with rude ladders, both see footprints 
in the sand and are thrilled thereby, 
both rescue goods and supplies from 
wrecks, and so one might go on 
ad lib. Yet any comparison between 
the two stories as stories completely 
dwarfs and demolishes the tale by 
Smeeks. De Foe’s novel is so much 
bigger in every way. Its interest 
is so sustained and it is fashioned 
with such cleverness. There is room 
for but one complete iMiustration of 
Mr. Hubbard’s method of comparison 
and this may as well be that of the 
habitations of Sjouke and Robinson 
Crusoe. Writing of the Dutch boy’s 
methods Mr. Hubbard declares: 


. Before completing his first sub- 
stantial hut the cabin boy had to 
make a ladder, in order to reach 
the higher parts of the wall and 
the roof. This hut was round, and 
was provided with peep-holes, and

a lid. The hut was coated with 
clay, which became as firm and 
hard as brick.

Then he made a 
much stronger hut—a ‘‘ fortress *’

“The Birds,’’ Mr. Squire is more 
competent than most to realize that 
here is no thought that has not been 
thought before, knowing that it is 
only extreme youth that deems itself 
an original thinker, and that, as 
Meredith said in a classic paragraph, 
although they come to us “*‘ affecting 
the embraces of virgins '’—‘* our 
new thoughts have thrilled dead 
bosoms.’’ Yet Mr. Squire’s thought 
wins originality—that ‘‘ perpetual 
slight novelty '’—by the illuminating 
emphasis he places upon it and by 
the poetically employed exact and 
loving knowledge which he brings to 
its development. Mr. Squire knows 
about birds, and he knows how to 
show us the beauty of such knowl- 
edge. He begins by glancing back 
at the long history of ‘* mankind's 
duration,’’ ere ‘‘ the first corn was 
planted,’’ and ‘‘ first the use of 
syllables was granted,’ and in a 
few lines he rapidly sketches man- 
kind’s development:

In all ways he would seem to be “’ of 
the centre,” and his verse is in the 
great tradition of English poetry. 
His measures do not affect a de- 
formed or crippled gait, imitative of 
the worst faults of the metaphysical 
school of English poetry, nor do they 
read like misbegotten prose. Also, 
he affects no superiority to general 
human feelings, and, far from wish- 
ing to dynamite the past, he has for 
it a ‘great tenderness, and loves to 
trace the continuity between the 
actions of the dead and the living. 
In illustration of this, let me quote 
the concluding lines from a descrip- 
tion of a football match at once 
brilliant and beautiful—‘‘ The Rugger 
Match 
Queen’s — December) ” — which re-

should not be troubled any more 
than he is troubléd with the tech- 
nique of the Manufacture of a well- 
made pair of shoes. Too much con- 
temporary literary criticism is mere 
shop talk,’’ which bores even more 
than it bewilders the reader. Let 
our poets and novelists keep their 
processes to themselves, and—pro- 
duce something. We are not inter- 
ested in them, their processes or 
their habits. The concern of the 
reader is with the product. Mr. 

Squire’s poems need no elaborate 

comment, “psycho - analytical,’’ 

** prosodical,"’ or otherwise. I have 

allowed them te speak for them- 

selves, and no one can read them 
without bringing him that best praise 
which is thanks, and the expectation 
of a third series.

Freeman would be a more effective 
poet than he is: Of course. effec- 
tiveness is far from everything in 
poetry. In fact, some may hold it a 
rather vulgar ‘‘ successful ” quality 
for poetry to possess. Yet a certain 
measure of it cannot well be dis- 
peosed with, if poetry is to find 
readers as well as writers; and the 
measure of it in Mr. Freeman’s 
verse is very small—hardly one-half 
of 1 per cent. There is a faint liv- 
ing breath of poetry through his 
many pages. To say that it is a hint 
of sweetbriar were to say too much, 
for, after all, the sweetbriar lives 
on that hint. Its beautiful success 
is to make so beautiful a promise 
that there is no need of keeping it. 
I wish I could apply this image to 
Mr. Freeman's poetry, which has a 
way of making you feel friendly to- 
ward it, making you wish there were 
more of it—not in bulk, Oh no! but 
in essence; making you wish, in 
short, that you could read it. 

Of course, it can be read, or I 
should not be reviewing it. But its 
vitality is so low, its attractiveness 
so sparse, its ‘‘ spark'’ (genuine 
enough) so small for the number of 
words it has to animate, that I am 
afraid Mr. Freeman will not be ap- 
preciated as his intentions deserve. 
In brief, he is. far too deliberate, 
long-winded—if one must say it—in 
saying the rather familiar things he 
has to say. The patient lover of 
poetry—a man, for instance, who 
can read through Chamberiayne's 
‘** Pharronida '’ and be happy on a 
few fine lines per thousand (but 
such lines! )—will be glad ‘of Mr. 
Freeman, but with so many poets of 
a higher percentage it is to be feared 
that most readers will cry out that 
for a pennyworth of the bread of 
poetry thére is an intolerable quan- 
tity of the sack of words. Since writ- 
ing that last sentence I have once 
more consulted those two eminent 
authorities on contemporary poetry 
to whom J] have had occasion grate- 
fully te refer recently in these col- 
umna, the great Mr. Monro of the 
Poetry-Shop, off Theobald’s Road, 
London, W. C., and his “* alter ego,"” 
** Recorder."’ Again I find myself in 
gratified agreement with these suc- 
cessors of Dr, Johnson; but I will 
content myself with quoting this 


brief, oracular judgment on Mr. 
from the mind of “ Re- 
eorder"’ : ‘Tt is easier to say of 


John Freeman that his style is good 
than to read his poems for the pleas- 
ure that style may give. There is 
no doubt the volume of content is 
disproportionate to, which is to say 
in excesa of, the bulk of emotional 
value.** 

Apart from Mr. Freeman, this sen- 
tence deserves, so to say, to be 
carved in doves and pomegranates 
and peacocks with a hundred eyes, as 
an example ef the too-utterly-utter 
at present in vogue in English liter- 
ary criticiam. Yet there is a certain 
humor in the elaborate way in which 
It folds up itg nothingness, as though 
it were a precious truth; and, withal, 
there is for Mr. Freeman, when he

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Russia in Broadway’s New 
Mood Shop 


With Russian Caricatures by A. Remisoff

the play is the thing—not 
the plot, or the character, or 
the sensible logic of it, or the 
conflict of motive, or the 
cross-fire of lively wit. It 
is none of these things, but the 
mood. That is the new fashion. The 
spoken drama has abandoned the 
comedy of imported manners and the 
action of indigenous everyday life, 
lately so approved and praised, for 
the primitive and passionate magic 
that music uses, The trick of the 
opera, setting up sensuous vibrations 
instead of inciting mental reactions, 
furnishes the new appeal of the thea- 
tre. Broadway has become a mood 
shop—to each play its mood. Pinero 
and Shaw (in spite of Methuselah 
—for it is literally back to Methu- 
selah) have yielded place to—the 
Russians. 

Your Russians are nothing if not 
moody—with a rich, damp variety of 
moodiness, from morose to merry, 
from the loose-reined passionate to 
the abject resigned, spanning the ut- 
most limits of the two extremes of 
madness. Broadway uses them not 
hecause they are Russian, but be~- 
cause of the prodigious range of 
mood and the extravagant resources 
in the way of exotic background. To 
say Russian is to say sensuous. 
Therefore to Americans who have at 
last and belatedly discovered the 
senses as a source of delight—other 
tban secret and sneaking—the Rus- 
sian is magical with a magic that 
owes its power ‘o uature and bor- 
rows from art only its social sanc- 
tion. 

So this season we have with us not 
only Chaliapin ‘restoring the native 
quality to a Boris Godunov hitherto 
seen duskily through an Itajienate 


haze)--not only Chaliapin and Rach- ~ 


maninoff, ‘‘ Snegourotchka,’’ ‘‘ The 
Love of Three Oranges,’* all in their 
right passionate spheres of music— 
but on boards less exclusive and 
pretentious, ** He Who Gets 
Slapped,’’ ‘‘ The Czarina,’’ and last, 
hut signifying most, ‘‘ Chauve 
Souris,’’ once felicitiously described 
as the last laugh out of old Russia. 

The process has been cumulative 
since Morris Gest in 1910 brought 
over the first Russian ballet and 
carried it cross-continent to the Pa- 
cific and back again. It was he who 
thus prepared the plentiful harvest 
for Pavlowa, Serge Diaghileff’s 
grand pantomimic circus, and the art 
of Leon Bakst (which also he first 
showed upon the American stage) 
and furnished a preliminary prelude 
to Rachmaninoff. So was inaugu- 
rated a policy of peaceful and, as 
some think, pernicious penetration 
of the Western stronghold where the 
Puritan spirit had taken refuge 
from the incorrigibly. worldly Old 
World and its ancient natura! allies, 
the Flesh and the Devil. 

Sverybody knows that the war. 
which the bad Old World inconsider- 
ately let loose, so exceedingly en- 
couraged the Devil, here in the New, 
that even the iron bars of stiff Kan- 
sas-made convention no longer made 
a safe cage to keep him in. And the 
Flesh, notoriously weak, worked high 
treason within the walis of the strong- 
hold itself—walls somewhat under- 
mined by that famous thirst-inciting 
Prohibition of ours which chiefly 
prohibits honest dealing with the 
law. For that reason it. sticks its 
ugly head into every other present 
problem of our lives—even the minor 
problem of the vogue of the Russian 
play. 

All conspired to make ready for 
the , great Russian invasion of 
1921-22. “ 

We are in the midst of the thing 
now, and have more or less got used 
to the wildness of it—to the mad 
color scheme of its dress, the twisted 
perspectfye of its garish back- 
grounds, to the outlandish manners 
and the insane topsy-turvy of the 
relation—or uvrelation—of motive to 
action. In other words, we are no 
longet dazed and dazzled by the mere 
Kussianness of the apparition. 
Therefore, it has begun to be poasible 
tv take tentative stock of what we 
have got that is real wrapped in the 
gaudy package—what we are getting 
out of it heyond an eyeful of color 
and a convenient excuse—or suffi- 
cient prevewation--toward using our 


honest-to-God emotions as all good 
Americans have been taught they 
shouldn't. For)we are actually treat- 
ing those emotions as pleasure ani- 
mals and training them to perform 
for our entertainment, instead of get- 
ting them safely harnessed to our 
daily job and some far-off more or 
less divine event, or shutting them 
up in the stable to fret their high 
hearts out as some folks;used to do

horses. . 

Perhaps it were better to’ change 
the figure—the horse is no longer a 
familiar creature. Let us put it this 
way: It has not been the nationa: 
habit to throttle down the high-pow- 
ered engine and dally along the by- 
roads—rather to step on the gas and 
burn up the highway straight toward 
the goal. Between times we are apt 
to shut her off or let her roar as 
waste energy. 

Undoubtedly this Russian vogue is 
one of dalliance—like that of the 
flappers’ petting parties with the old 
boys whose belated leisure is their 
main excuse for folly. So is much 
that is done—or confessed—that 
usen‘t to be done or confessed before 
the war taught this credulous part 
of the world that not the consider- 
ate head but the hot heart still rules 
the race of Adam and his elusive 
mistress, Eve. 

That lesson of the bloody business 
at least has sunk in. The general be- 
havior proves its practical acceptance 
in the face of all the talk and all the 
silence that might seem to seek to 
treat the hard facts as fancy. At 
the moment this un-American way 
of playing with life has got to be a 
sort of madness among us. It is a 
craze of which the Russian invasion 
is a symptom and an outlet. But 
most probably, like so many Ameri- 
can crazes before it, it is superficial 
and does not portend any profound 
transformation in the American out- 
look. It is nof®easy to belfeve that 
America is getting permanently af- 
fected with that form of effete civili- 
zation prevalent in Europe—the state 
of mind which freely accepts life not 
as a divine commission, but as a fire 
art—and goes to it accordingly. 

However that may be, for 
present and superficially the R' 
sians are significant. Upon our 
stage they hold the mirror up to 
nature as we dare not see ft in our- 
selves, yet are linked with it by sub- 
merged yearnings to which under the 
cover and color of exotic art we al- 
low within us certain dim stirrings. 
Perhaps we are the humaner for the 
indulgence, perhaps it is the way to 
madness and the helj-hegt bowwows, 
as some of our moralists lugubrioysly 
proclaim. Meanwhile, the people 
flock to see and hear, and the talk 
runs upon the grt of the thing as 
different and deeper than our own.

Astethe art of the Russian theatre 
it is possible and plausible to argue 
that it is more directly heir of the 
dramatic art of ancient Greece than 
our own.

The drama of Aesehylus and Soph- 
ocles and Euripides deals also in the 
mood-compelling brand of magic— 
as Shakespeare’s does, too, for that 
matter, and as Sheridan’s and Shaw's 
does not.

HE recent enaction of the 

New York zoning laws cre- 

ates a unique situation—‘‘ re- 

stricting ” in nature, they are 

producing a profound evolu- 
tion in architecture. They not only 
open a wider vista to the architee- 
tural designer, but actually force him 
‘to proceed into this. vista: 

The laws, briefly, regulate all 
buildings in the city in three re- 
spects—their use, area and height. 

The use, regulations require that

sonable amount of light and air in 
buildings and in the streets, and in 
general to make the business of the 
city more efficient and the life of 
the city more healthful, convenient 
and agreeable.’’

It is the ‘third, the height regula- 
tions, with which. we are now con- 
cerned. Under these regulations 
buildings may rise on their lot lines 
WB specified heights; above this 
y must slant backward within a 
line drawn from the centre of the 
street through the top of the wall 
on the lot line.

In order to ascertain what struc- 
tural forms would logically develop 
under these laws, a New York firm 
of architects, Helmle & Corbett—de- 
signers of the Bush Building and of 
the remarkable Masonic Memorial to 
Washington, reproduced in The New 
York Times Mid-Wéek Pictorial of 
March 9—prepared a series of dia- 
grams on which the four studies 
herewith are ‘based. 

The first drawing of this series is 
simply a pictorial statement of the 
law in perspective. It was assume

pearance “becomes that shown in 
Sketch 2. 

The next step was to formulate the 
great sloping planes into practical 
structural forms. To get as near the 
maximum volume as possible, and 
yet to build with vertical walls, a 
series of setbacks was cut into the 
mass. They occur, in this case, at 
every second floor. Placing, at the 
game time, a tentative limitation 
upon the tower, the mass now ap- 
pears as in Sketeh 3. 

These setbacks, however, being so 
numerous, so slight and so unrelated 
to any probable steel plan, present 
a structural difficulty. The next 
step, consequently, was to retain 
only those setbacks whose walls to- 
incided with steel uprights, as the lat- 
ter would naturally be placed. At 
the same time, the upper floors of 
the pinnacles, which had too small an 
area to be practical, were removed. 
This brings us to Sketch 4, which 
shows the mass ready for articula- 
tion in the hands of the individual 
designer. 

This mass will vary infinitely, ac- 
cording to the lot and the zone with- 
in. which it is-erected. It reveals, 
however, certain basic characteristics 
of the impending architecture. 

The typical building remaining 
from the city of the past is a box. 
Now, the new law permits a building 
to rise vertically to only a certain 
moderate height; above this, rough- 
ly speaking, it places a pyramid over 
the property within which the build- 


:}ing must remain. The day of the

strength. This fact profoundly af- 
fects the layman, whether he realizes 


their inherent esthetic strength. 

The zoning laws will not produce 
exact pyramids. Their 
would be impractical; light courts 
must be let into the structure; ad- 


vantage will be taken of the minor 
deviations allowed by law. Never- 
theless, the basic pyramidical form 
which limits the mass will inform the 
entire result. Our future buildings, 
with their superimposed, receding 
stages; will produce as definite a 
sense of strength and unity as did 
the medieval cathedrals which, with 
their clerestories rising above their 
bases, were a similar example Of set- 
back construction. * 

The bases of our new “ pyramids "’ 
being limited, in the same zones to 
the same heights, will present a uni- 
form “ cornice line '’ to the man in 
the street.. (Probably there will be 
no overhanging cornices.) This uni- 
formity will produce a city of har- 
monious vistas. 

Aboveand behind this terminal line, 
however, the upper portions of build- 
ings will be susceptible to treatment 
more individual than anything we 
have yet seen. Nevertheless, while 
individual, they will remain related 
to a general scheme, in that they 
will rise from uniform bases and rise 
within the sound pyramidical form. 

We have noted that the typical 
building of the past was a box; it 
must be added that the architect 
typically designed only one side ‘of 
this box—its street front.. The archi- 
tect designed a facade, not a build- 
ing. ‘ 

Under the new'laws, the building, 
above the setback line, will typically 
be seen from all sides. Once more, 
architects will design buildings, not 
facades. That is to say, architec- 
ture comes into her own. 

One tiay note that most 6f our 
present facades are divided into three 


The fact is, however, that our fa- 
cades do not actually possess these 
three natures; they merely repre- 
sent them. This is a kind of deca- 
dence. Henceforward, we will have 
actual bases, shafts, pinnacies—pres- 


ent in three dimensions. It may be 
said that architects will cease to be 
decorators and will become sculptors. 

The effect of the zoning laws on 
tall apartment buildings will shortly 
prove of the most intimate interest 
to all New Yorkers. In a one ahd 
one-fourth ‘times zone an apartment 
house on. a sixty-foot street must 
begin to step back above the sixth 
or seventh floor. The immediate re- 
sult of this is that the apartments 
placed on the “ steps” will neces- 
sarily open on to terraces. The possi- 
bilities for loggias, sleeping porches, 
sun parlors, ‘‘hanging gardens,” &c., 
are illimitable. It is not an exag- 
geration to say that a small revolu- 
tion will be accomplished in the home 
life of New York. It is probable that 
an upper strata of sun-bathed ter- 
raced homes will span Manhattan. 
To reach the out of doors, New 
Yorkers will not go away; they will 
go up. 

Landscape architecte will enter 
into a unique relation with architec- 
ture. Gardens will be laid out, not 
around buildings, but upon them— 
the cypress grove on the thirtieth 
terrace! 


It should be mentioned that the 
new laws do not prohibit the erection 
of tall towers, as has been assumed 
in some quarters. Bertram G. Good- 
hue’s Gothic shaft, proposed for the 
central headquarters of the Inter- 
Chureh Council, which, near by the 
Metropolitan Tower, would rise to 
twice its height, is example. 
Such towers, however, t they 
may occupy a quarter of the prop- 
erty, are restricted as to their posi- 
tion on the lot.

There are some five or six other 
characters in the book, but they, 
like Denis, impress us as being 
types rather than human beings. 
Indeed they are so lightly blocked 
in that one could easily mistake 
them for shadows thrown across the 
canvas by Mr. Huxley as he moves 
about his work. There is Mary, true 
exponent of the Freud-isms, who 
fears repression. Fortunately for 
her; Mr. Huxley has put her into 
the story and also an isolated tower 
where the lovers can sit with only 
the stars to look down on them. 
Then there is Anne, whose comfort- 
able creed is to take life as it comes, 
enjoying what proves pleasant and 
avoiding that which is unpleasant. 
Denis fancies himself in love with 
Anne. Being a true dilettante, 
however, he merely dabbles at love 
—he has not the bravery required. 
of pursuit nor yet the courage for 

icid Stand half . way be- 
tween these two points, he remains 
insipid and absurd. 

Among none of the various indi- 
viduals is there a vital spark 
struck ; we find no warm friendships, 
no genuine sympathies, no one is 
sympathetic with any one else. All 
are politely tolerant. So that when 
Mr, Huxley proclaims that-we, in 
future, will avoid people (who ab- 
sérb our time and merely bore us) 
and turn instead to books—that the 
world is indeed only beginning to 
be literate—we can easily compre- 
hend how he has arrived at this 





humorous. Its style has all the 
vigor, the skillful employment of 
words, the economy which we have 
come to look for in the modernist.

ERE its a book that is as en- 
tertaining and as full of ad- 
venture-as a novel, and yet 
that is a wise and valuable 

- guide to the gardener, the 
amateW? gardener who is looking for 
both joy and profit from his garden. 
It is a volume crowded with infor- 
mation, crowded with human nature, 
and furnishes thrilling and satisfac- 
tory entertainment for the most 
casual of readers. 

Take a little touch like the one in 
Chapter V., ‘‘ How to Start a Gar- 
den.” Mr. Finck has been giving 
detailed information about tools and 
seeds and planting, and then he re- 
marks that the most difficult thing 
to teach beginners is thinning. Fol- 
lows this confession:

sowing too oo ge ogy and hesi-

a ye “te ome so cruel to kill 
all these healthy young plants, 
each of which, if left alive, would 
prove a source of daily delight for 
weeks. 

That surely is thie attractive atti- 
tude toward garden growth, even if 
it must be controlled, one that in- 
stantly makes every garden lover a 
friend to the author; though, as he 
tells us, it is necessary to be ruth- 
less to have a fine garden, let it be 
with gentlest pity in our hearts to- 
ward the sacrifices. . 

As for the value of Mr. Finck’s 
suggestions, let another item taken 
from this chapter speak. He is dis- 
cussing soil acidity, and he gives 
this simple test: ‘ 

If you wish to know whether 

your soil needs lime, get a piece 
of blue litmus paper at the drug

Another excellent plan employed 
by Mr. Finck is to suggest, when- 
ever necessary, some other book that 
will be useful in the particular in- 
stance— such as ‘The Garden 
Guide,’’ when he is speaking of 
fences, cold frames, &c.—books not 
written by him nor yet printed by 
his publishers. 

Mr. Finck is insistent that the 
main ingredient in getting success 
out of your garden is brains. You 
have to think. That is one of the 
fascinations of the whole matter. It 
is the thinking, planning, the pian- 
ning ahead, the adventuring into the 
unknown, the hazard of it all, that 
raises gardening to being the best 
all-round outdoor sport. It is en- 
gaged in with a patience and an en- 
ergy by all true gardeners, an utter 
devotion, that is given only to a 
sport. And the results in happiness 
and health can hardly be overesti- 
mated. Be a gambler, we are told. 
Use your brains, use your feet and 
your hands, and take risks, too. 
‘The trouble with most of our far- 
mers and gardeners is that they are 


_ afraid to take chances.”’ 


You need brains, not only to get 
hold of garden facts but to apply 
them. Take humus; how many 
know, right off, just what humus 
is? You are told in this book, and 
you are told how to get it—how, for 
that matter, to make it out of ma- 
‘terial the average gardener simply 
burns up. And all the,time his 
garden may be crying fort. 

‘Then, take frost. ble enemy, 
that, of succulent vegetables and 

vely flowers! But, after all, it 


in the morning frozen stiff as icicles, 
but an hour or two later every one 
of them came out of its Arctic stupor 


the seasons there. are peculiar, turn- 
ing up with a frost many a June, or 
even August, night. 

There is a delectable and tragic 
chapter on asparagus, which every 
person who means to have an aspar- 
agus bed ought to know by heart. It 
is written directly from experience, 
and reading it you perceive what a 
garden calls out in a gardener, and 
sense something at least of the 
fascination of the sport. Ggif simply 
cannot touch it when it comes to the 
number of mistakes possible, the 
fatal results of a poor stance or a 
muffed trowel stroke, the ruination 
of not following through. And as 
for the rewards of success—well, do 
you like perfect, fat, fresh, tender, 
sweet stalks of the vegetable, in 
quantity’ so great that you can eat 
your fill and see a stalk or two left? 
Surely as delightful a consummation 
as bringing in a score under 75. 

There is a lot of useful talk onthe 
roots of vegetables, especially corn 
and potatoes. The old method of 
planting these in hills has long been 
discarded by those inthe know. They 
should be planted in flat rows that 
will not shed the water. As for the 
special attention given to each so- 
called hill, read page 129 of ‘’ Gar- 
dening with Brains,’’ where Mr. 
Finck tells how he plants his Golden 
Bantam corn. That Summer he had 
plenty of delicious corn, ‘while his 
neighbors, who had taken ffeither 
the trouble nor the precautions he 
had used, lost-theirs in the drought 
that burned up Maine, Another ex- 
citing account is a record of head 
hunting. It happens to be lettuce 
heads Mr. Finck is out for, but his 
adventures in bringing them home 
will easily stand beside the more 
ferocious expeditions for lively in- 
terest. 

One of the points made in this book 
is that gardening is a species of pio- 
neering, of discovery. Endless pos- 
sibilities for improving upon nature 
await the gardener of brains and 
imagination, Mr. Finck is constant- 
ly alluding to the marvelous work 
accomplished by Luther Burbank in 
improving and creating vegetables 
and flowers, and it is his hope. that 
gardeners will take up hybridizing 
and developing as a fad with fasci- 
nating opportunities. Creative gar- 
dening, as well as productive gar- 
dening, lies ready to the adventurous 
spirit and patient worker. There 
are a number of aims te try for.

He failed utterly in this—and 
Bethmann Hollweg takes consider- 
able satisfaction in calling attention 
to Ludendorff’s failure. It is proof 
positive, he thinks, of his conten- 
tions that, in war, overriding by 
the military of the civil author- 
ities must be fatal. The average 
reader will promptly agree with the 
dead statesman in this. That Ger- 
many'’s blind adherence to purely 
military axioms was a prime cause 
of her downfall needs no Bethmann 
Hollweg to prove it, especially 
among citizens of the allied coun- 
tries. It is his contention that all 
was done that could be done to bring 
this truth home to the German mil- 
itarists that readers will find hard to 
swallow. His posthumous book, in 
fact, makes abundantly clear some- 
thing for which the Entente coun- 
tries should be devoutly thankful: in 
the great German wartime contro- 
versy between the political and mili- 
tary powers, Bethmann Hollweg was 
right but weak, Ludendorff strong 
but wrong.

tenderest. He did a good deal of 
etching in the brief period devoted to 
it, and his paintings seldom are so 
brusque and direct as many of his 
vigorous plates, in which he seems 
carelessly able to do precisely what 
he chooses to do. 

At times he chooses to be explicit 
and all-embraciug, rendering planes 
and texture fully and carefully, as in 
the portrait of John F. Weir. This 
expressive portrait is shown at the 
exhibition in the state with the Weir 
homestead behind its picket fence in 
the upper left corner. The detail 
of the modeling is developed within 
the larger planes and the general 
effect unites to easy freedom an ex- 
traordinary completeness. Rich 
blacks and sensitive gradations of 
tone appear together in such plates 
as the happy ‘‘Cano"’ and the 
charming still-life; but again he 
will make a beautiful bridge with a 
few lines, slash the interior of a 
blacksmith’s shop with cross-lights 
and bars of shadow, or, with the gen- 
tlest line in the world describe a 
fragile figure in a lounging chair, 
or a woman «standing, indescribably 
reticent and shy. Whatever: he does 
has a lovdly quality of naturalness 
and ease and reminds one of none 
but Weir. Mrs. Weir has loaned a 
few subjects from her fine collection, 
and they are distinguished members 
of ‘this very distinguished company 


in which every one is himself. The 
gallery makes one think of a nice 
girl's description of a certain Sum- 
mer hotel as ‘‘ an awfully good place 
where every one wears her own 
hair.'’ That type of exhibition gal- 
lery is nearly as rare as that type of 
Summer hotel. 

Other men whose names are more 
familiar than their work are Robert 
Blum, knowing in his anatomical 
analysis of a nud@ model, casual to a 
fault in his ‘“‘ Bead Stringers,’’ and

deep and widespread, an almost uni- 
versal, fear and hatred of the Bol- 
shevist Government. Nowhere, not 
even in the Red Army itself, does the 
Communist rule seem to have in- 
spired loyalty, respect, affection. 
Sir Paul Dukes’s long residence in 
Russia and the intercourse with all 
sorts of people that his mission made 
possible render his conclusions upon 
the subject of the relations between 
people and Government the most 
thoroughly informed of all those who 
have sought to investigate the sub- 
ject. And he says: 

If I were asked what feature of 
the Communist régime I regarded 
as, above all, the most conspicu- 
ous, the most impressive and the 
most significant, 1 should say, 
without hesitation, the vast spirit- 
ual gulf separating the Commu- 
nist party from the Russian peo- 
ple. I use the word “ spiritual . 
not in the sense of “ religious. 
The Russian equivalent, “ duhov- 
ny,’’ is more comprehensive, in- 
cluding the psychological, and ev- 
erything relating to inner, con- 
templative life, and ideals. ee 
Emotionalism is the strongest 
trait of the Russian character and 
it manifests Legend — o- - 

jally in the peasantry, - 
igion.. The calculated efforts of 
the Bolsheviki to suppress religion 
were shattered on the rocks of 
popular belief. * * * The peo- 
ple flock to church more than ever 
they did before, and this applies 
not only to the peasants and fac- 
tory hands but also to the bour- 
geolsie, who it was thought were 
growing indifferent to religion. I 
will not venture.to predict what 
precisely may be the outcome of 
the religious revival which un- 
doubtedly is slowly developing, but 
will content_myself with quoting 
the words of a’ Moscow workman, 
just arrived from the Red capital, 
whom I met in the Northern 
Ukraine in November, 1920. 
“There is only one man in the 
whole of Russia,’’ said this work- 
man, ‘‘ whom the Bolsheviki fear 
from the bottom of their hearts, 
and that is Tihon, the Patriarch 
of the Russian Church."’ 


To rescue Russia from the gulf 
into which it has been pushed by the 
Bolshevist rule, Sir Paul thinks it 
will necessary for other nations to 
give a\ helping hand. A year ago, 
he sa in a chapter written last 
Summer, it would have been a sec- 
ondary | matter whether that inter- 
vention ‘should have been economic 
or h itarian, b ** the Bol- 
shevist organization, being based al- 
most entirely on abnormalities, it 
needed but the establishment of any 
organization on normal lines for the 
latter ultimately to supersede the 
former.’’ But now it has become 
primarily a great, complex and ur- 
gent humanitarian problem whose 
successful solution is dubious, at 
least for many years. He is quite 
sure that the Third International will 
seck to exploit to its own politica! 
advantage the of other 
countries, but he does not believe it 
can ever do much harm. “ Our fear 
of it,”’ he declares, “is largely of 








our own creation,’’ and he adds con- | 5 


temptuously, “ To kill it, let it talk." 

The chapters in which Sir Paul 
discusses the present-day conditions 
of Russia are very rich in exactly 
the kind of unbiased information 
that American readers have long 
been wishing for. He makes clear 
the reasons why every counter-revo- 
lution has succeeded up to a certain 
point and has then collapsed. He 
explains how the Red Army, in 
which he was a soldier for some 
months, is recruited, capably offi- 
céred and trained. And he constantly 
reveals his conviction that, what- 
ever happeffs in Russia, her people 
will never relapse into the state out 


‘of which, with such appalling sor- 
rows, they have lifted themselves. 
The conviction is universal in Rus- 
sia, he says, that the Red is a mere- 
ly passing ph and that it 
has been tolerated because of the 
belief that it was to be feared less 
than White reaction with the Allies 
behind it. Throughout Russia there 
are many of these forward-looking 
people ostensibly working with the 
Bolshevist Government for one rea- 
son or another, but disbelieving in 
and hating Communism and ali its 
works and biding their time. The 
author appears to think that in 
probable disagreements between Le- 
nin and Trotzky, whose characters 
are incompatible, there may be an 
opening for this huge but unorgan- 
ized and suppressed opposition. 
-Trotzky, he says, has insatiable am- 
bition, is much more uncompromis- 
ing and fiery than Lenin, and has 
been temporarily app d by giving 
him “ a dominant réle in the promo- 
tion of the world revolution while 
Lenin controls domestic affairs."

mitted that the two descriptions are 
very close in essential, might not 
such a fact be a reasonable coinci- 
dence?

So, one might go 
through all of Mr. Hubbard’s argu- 
ments, showing that there were but 
few things the two heroes could do 
anyway and that, in many particu- 
lgrs, they would be bound by reason 
to do the same things. 

Still, this does not dispose of Mr. 
Hubbard’s argument. He has evi- 
dently put a lot of investigation into 
his book, and it may well be that 
Daniel De Foe received the idea of his 
novel from Smeeks’s book. The great 
mass of readers, however, will hard- 
ly care where DeFoe got his idea, for 
Robinson Crusoe, with his parrot, 
goat and man Friday, are patr of our 
heritage.

If crust browns quickly 
before filling is done, cover with white 
paper brushed with Mazola. 


_ Shells for tarts 


Shells for a lemon meringue pie or 
‘tarts are baked on the outside of pans. 


Roll out dough as for upper crust, lay 
pie plate, inverted and ungreased, on 
board, lay rolled dough loosely over 


‘the dish. Place another ungreased pie 


plate, same size, on top so paste is held 
between the two; trim edges and bake 
dough—sandwiched, between the two 
plates, in a quick oven. In about five 
minutes lift off top plate. If pastry is. 
set (no blisters forming) reduce heat 
and continue baking without top plate 
until pastry is crisp and well browned. 
If blisters form after femoving top 


- plate put back for a few minutes and.

The interest in industrial art and the 
recognition of art as an important factor 
in industrial progress are undoubtedly 
gaining4 ground. Exhibitions of textiles 
and wall-papers of American design and 
manufacture, assembled by Richard F. 
Bach, associate in industrial art at the 
Metropolitan Museuin, and circulated 
by the American Federation of Arts, dre 
in constant demand. The textile exhibi- 
tioh is now. at the Brooks Memorial Art 
Gallery, Memphis, and the attendance 
on. a single Sufiday afternoon was ap- 
proximatély eight hundred,- not reckon- 
ing those who were attracted by the 
museum's pérmanent collection, but 
merely those who went’ especially to see 
this particular exhibition. The museum 
ih. Memphis, moreover, is not in the 
hegrt of the city, but in Overton Park, 
hot réadily accessible. 

Before being shown in Meinphis this 
exhibition of textiles, with collections of 
printed fabrics and wallpapers, Was dis- 
played in the Public Library at Nash- 
ville under. the auspices of the Nashville 
Art Association, and there likewise en- 
gaged unusual attention, with the result 
that the interest in art work in that City, 
which has lately lagged, has apparently 
been reawakened,

The practical side of the Industrial 
Arts, and the fact that through them art 
is most. intimately related to everyday 
life, gives them an appeal which is al- 
most wuniversal. At *Crossmore, an 
isolated. mountain village of . Avery 
County, N. C., in» the very heart of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, excellent 
work is being done by way of_teach- 
ing the afts and crafts... Through 
the’ enterprise and extraordinary atabi- 
tion of these. mountain people, one hun- 
dred per cent, American but completely. 
out of touch with the otitside world, a 
‘big modern school house has been lately 
bullt. Therein, according to a report 
recently published in a technical maga- 
tine, a weaving department. has been 
established with twelve Mand looms in 
a weaving room, and six loaned to reési- 
dents In their homes.’ The outside weav- 
ers receive their training fn the. school, 
the school furnishing orders and ma- 
terial, giving instruction and marketing 
the product. ‘This gives work to the 
mountain Women, usually mothérs who 
cannot be away ffom home, and have no 
other way to earn a little money. The 
work has a three-fold effect upoh their 
lives. Their coming in contact with the 
teacher and the. school changes their 
outlook and ‘ideals; they find life very 
different when they handle: a little 
money of. their own, and the children 
feel a difference also; the beauty of the 
product, made under thé guidance of 
trained teachers, creates a desire for 
better things in their own homes. The 
homes Boon look better and become more 
attractive and comfortable.’’ 

The amount earned by a weaver de- 
pends upon the: speed and acctitacy of 
nthe individual. Even the poorest can 
earn 76 cents a-day. The depariment, 
under the superintendénce of Miss Mary 
M. Sloop, is self-supporting. The aim

These questions are being asked and 
they were submitted by a representative 
of THe New York Times to the one 
man in all the United States who is 
best able to answer them. That man ‘is 
General John J. Pershing, the General 
of the army and the Chief of Staff. 
For weeks General Pershing has been 
appearing before the committees of Con- 
gress pleading for the maintenance of. 
@ force that will, in officer and enlisted 
personnel, make possible the realization, 
at least in the more important respects, 
the national defense program that Con- 
gress enthusiastically endorsed less than 
two years ago. 

But thet was another Congress. The 
Congress that is now seeking to solve 
the nation’s problems is a Congress 
that talks economy with a capital “EE” 


mentioned, a Congress that is ready to 
pass a bonus bill entailing billions in 
additional national debt—a Congress 
that apparently will cast aside with 
scant consideration the advice of such 
@ man as General Pershing as to the 
best and .most economical means of 
building ap a real national defense: or- 
ganization. 

The House, it is said, will pass the 
115,000 man army without-regard to the 
advice of General Pershing or of the 
President, and the latter’s views in the 
matter coincide with those of the offi- 
cer who commanded the greatest Ameri- 
can army in history.

General Pershing’s Answer.

With a lot of men.in normal heal@ 
the thing might have been swung from 
the fitet. . These men, however, by very 
virtue of their being there, were not 
normal. They were disabled physically, 
mentally or hervously. Another point: 
Together with the scores who had come 
eager for intensive training there were 
a large number who in the parlance of 
the men. themselves are called “‘ gold 
bricks.”” These ate the men to whom 
nothing is as distasteful-as the thought 
of rehabilitation and .discharge: They 
dread being thought weil as greatly as 4 
healthy person dreads being thought 
sick. They are the men who change 
from one occupation to another. when 
their time of training in one trade is 
about up. With some. of them it is 
fear of facing the future without any 
sure means of support; with others it, 
is @ very frank desite of getting all they 
can out of the Government,

Dr. Tannenbaum Was graduated from 
the College of Physicians, and Surgeons 
in 1898, He-is theauthor of many ar- 
ticles on psychoanalysis, , Shakespeare 
and medical econdmics, and has spe- 
clalized in'the treatment’ of nervous mal- 
adies for ten years. He is the editor of 
Psyche. and Eros, .a bi-monthly pub- 
lication dévoted to all phases of psy- 
chology.. Dr. Tannenbaum had: been a 
general. practitioner of medicine for 
twelve years. when he became interested 
in psychoanalysis. His vocation was the 
practice of medicine. His‘avocation was 
literature. He made a-hobby of Shake- 
speare ahd has an extensive library of 
Shakespeareana.. It was his interest in 
Shakespearé that led him to psychoan- 
alysis. He onte read an’article on.“ A 
Psychoanalysis of Hamlet” and thought 
the explanation absurd.

Dr. Tannenbaum found during ten 
ryears of analysis. that. patients. were 
cured without application »f Freud's 
theories, and so he came to the. ¢on- 
clusion that Freud's fiats.on the love life 
of the individual and on repression were 
not important.

It is, for instance, interesting to know 
that Mr. Grasty frankly admits that 
our transportation system its ‘‘ih its 
nature an integral part of the nation’s 
economic and industrial life’’; or, if I 
may use my own translation, that. our 
channels of distribution, the’only means 
by which the necessities of life can 
reach, 110,000,000 people, is fundamental- 
ly a governmental function and: should 
be publicly owned. . 

I have also noted with an interest not 
unmixed with astonishment Mr..Grasty’s 
remark that “‘ at the time of the Euro- 
pean war we had the best ‘system of 
transportation in the world.’’ 

For it is an admitted fact that at the 
time we entered the war our railroads 
were on the point of breaking down and 
were utterly unable to cope with our re- 
quirements. ‘ To quote illiam G: Me- 

o, they ‘‘ were the strongest ally of 
the German Kaiser. Traffic was all but 
aralyzed and conditions were steadily 

oming worse.” \ 

As an evidence of this the railroad 
executives, within thirty days after Gov- 
ernment control commenced, frank 
stated through their counsel, Alfr 
Thom, that they cogs an immed 
ate budget of $1,829,000,000 for new 
rolling stock and equipment and an 
additional income of. $1,500,000,000 per 
annum for the. next ten years in order 
to operate the railroads properly. In 
ecnmection with this, it is interesting to 
know that during the period ‘of Goy- 
ernment control the Government spent 
$1,202,000,000 (slightly less than Mr. 
Thom demanded) for improvements and 
operated the roads at an average deficit 
of $336,000,000 per annum, or about 20 
oer cent) of what Mr. Thom demanded 
or operating expenses, Moreover, this 
deficit steadily decreased and 
vanished, so that in 1919 the .Govern- 
ment was operating the railroads | an 
actual profit of $21,000,000 per month.» ”

ld. The Pacific Coast*gnd: many far 
ern.cities are in. continuous tele- 
phone connection with New York every 
hour .of the twenty-four. 

The peak of the telephone traffic 
across the continent comes at night, 
when the rush continues without a 
break for hours. Much of the time 
_| there is-actually a long waiting Hist of 
7| people at either end of tye 3,000-mile 
circuits who must take their turns on 
the-wires. The heavy traffic which be- 
ging in the early evening' in New York 
continues throughout the night, so that 
daybreak finds many people awaiting 
connectiong.: Despite the depression tn 
business conditions, the extreme long-
